Students at this. aster university 
are now using “laboratory” Methods 
to study history in basic courses,; These 
techniques were installed two years 
“ago as an experiment but they ‘are no 
longer in that catego: Discontented 
with ‘routine Jlectu: "and textbook 
courses, Yale wished! to give its stu- 
dents. the material | historians work 
with— original histdrical documents. 
And to sugar-coat study for the stu- 
dént, long haurs culling library files 
would not be !nece: -— relevant doc- 
uments would’ be compiled, and re- 
printed in easily accessible volumes. 

Study of thése selected documents 
‘would allow the history student to 
sharpen his critical wits and judge- 

‘ment, for no Jonger! would he be a 
passive observer absorbing ideas given 
in textbooks and lectures-— accepting, 
but never quéstioning. He would be- 
come. an active participant, testing his 
interpretations‘ aa those of the 
experts, . 

And ‘that’s the way it worked out. 
The teaching aids were compiled and 
printed, and interest jin history soared 
as new life was infused into it. 

Rare, and in many cases intriguing, 
historical documents form the core of 
the ‘problem method’ with which Yale 
is experimenting. THe method derives 
its title from the system whereby each 
history course is broken down into a 
set of problems thati preceded various 


events, and the collected documents are, 


subdivided according ‘to each problem. 

Thus in, say, the study of the prob- 
lem of feudalism in Europe, the stu- 
dent is given more than just a text- 
book story and a collection of dates.

TAVE YOU EVER marveled at 

4 ithe beauty of a balanced aquar- 

juin, with its crystalline water, 

its delicately tinted tropical fish swim- 
ming amid grace ful aquatic plants? 

One evening my‘ husband and I de- 


cided it would be fun to have an aquar- 


ium in our home. We read several 
books on the care of tropical fish, then, 


steeped if knowledge, set out for the: 
local pet shop. 


Our first selection was a 10-gallon 


rectangular tank, a good size for the - 


:Bettas are beautiful, but pugnacious. 
iOriginally bred in Siam, they are known 
‘as “fighting fish,’ and two males can- 
‘not be Kept together in the same tank. 


home, accommadating 12 fish. We ithen 
purchased 9 pounds of sand to cover the 
bottom of the aquarium, and three doz- 
fen plants. We chose plants that’ are 
igood oxygenators, for therein lies the 
‘pfinciple of the balanced aquarium. 
| Fish breathe oxygen (which they obtain 
“from the water) and exhale carbon di- 
;oxide. Thriving plants absorb the car- 
*bon from the carbon dioxide and liber- 


' ate the oxygen. 


As a result of this interaction the 
water is kept pure and fresh. Next on 
our list was a fluorescent light to fit 


the latter at 76.degrees. This is a de- 
sirable temperature. The water should 
not vary more. than five degrees above 
or below; hence, the thermostat. , 
Placing the light on top-of the’ tank, 


we stepped back to admire our handi- 
im-. 


work. We were not pleasantly 
pressed. We could not see'a sihgle ~ 
plant. The tank seemed to be filled 
with a white, impenetrable cloud instead 
of water. And there is your answer, in 
case you've beet wbndering—where aré 
the fish? 
chlorine in the water would have killed 
them. We had to let the water cure 
for six days. It was an interminable 
time. With mounting’ enthusiasm we

At the close of the sixth! day we sped 
to the pet shop. It was great fun aS- 
sembling our fish family. We bought 
twelve in all, Angel Fish, Sword Tai” 
Bettas and, among others, a' Corydor 
or Catfish as a scavenger. Some t 
fanciers use snails to keep the tank fr 
of decaying food and plants. We, ho 
ever, felt the Catfish with his spectacled 
eyes and little chin whiskers was a more 
distinet personality than the lumbering 
snail, 

We carried them home ever so gently, 
for a tropical is a fragile creature. Be- 
fore introducing them to the aquarium 
we compared the temperature of their 
container with:.that of the’ tank. It 
being approximately the same, we slow- 
ly poured them into their new home. 

That's all there is to establishing an 
aquarium. However, in all fairness, I 
must tell you that a fish fancier must 
keep a tight réin on himself. So fascin-

Two farm léaders who have become 
concerned about - this trend. toward 
“corporate farming” have developed 
a scheme to combat absentee-ownership 
of the land. The men ure Charies Dana 
Benriett, an jgricultural consultant, 
and James A. McConnell, general man- / 
ager of the Grange League Federation 
Exchange. THey have formed a corp- 
oration of thelr own and have bought 
or leased some 1,000 acres in Tioga 
county in north central Pennsylvania. 


"Th ney EXPECT to isda ‘about 
3,000‘acres eventually, The acres they 
now ‘hold originally made up six or 
seven farms with as many owners and 
as many sets of buildings. They were 
dairy and pouttry farms and their 
owners had aihard time making ends 
meet. The new corporation will re- 
place the seven families with four 
families and one set of farm equipment. 
At the same ftime, it will encourage 
these foyr families to purchase their 
own homes and enough land to “tie 
them to the soil.” They will also be 
able to buy shares in the ‘ corporation. 

Says Mr. MgConnejl, “We are try- 
ing to solve the problem of corporate 
farming and at the same time keep 


. the idea and importance of individual 


Jand and home; ownership alive and in- 
tact." He hdpes to encourage city 
people who algo want a stake in the 
soi! t® purchase land and put it under 
the management of the corporation.

americans will suffer from lack of 
food, tobacco, jotton or oilseed crops 
because of fewer folk on the land.

Bak¢ in hot oven at 400 degrees for about 
ten minutes. This recipe will yield 24 
cookies. By rclling the batter thicker. 
the cookies will be softer ifstead of crispy
